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CHURCH  SENDS  AID  TO  CHILE 

Elder  Henry  D.  Taylor,  Assistant  to  the  Council 
of.  the  Twelve  and  managing  director  of  the 
Church  Welfare  Programme,  said  the  First 
Presidency  had  approved  the  shipment  of  2,500 
blankets,  three  tons  of  winter  clothing,  including 
many  coats,  5,000  penicillin  shots,  540  rag  rugs 
for  sleeping  mats  and  131  pairs  of  shoes  to  earth- 
quake shattered  Chile  to  aid  the  homeless. 

A  Church-Wide  drive  for  contributions  to  aid 
Chile  recover  from  the  greatest  disaster  in  its 
history  has  also  been  approved  by  the  First  Presi- 
dency of  the  Church. 

This  action  was  authorized  following  a  report 
by  Elder  Marion  G.  Romney  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve  after  his  return  from  a  conference  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  called  by  President  Eisenhower. 
The  American  Red  Cross  and  representatives  of 
13  other  private  groups  concerned  with  giving 
voluntary  assistance  to  the  people  of  Chile 
attended.

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FROM  THE  PRESIDENT'S  DESK 


FT  has  now  been  a  year  since 
-■-  Brother  Johann  Brummer  was 
set  apart  for  the  important  assign- 
ment of  translating  the  Book  of 
Mormon  into  Afrikaans.  Con- 
siderable progress  has  been  made 
during  this  time  and  many  problems 
have  been  ironed  out  so  that  now, 
as  we  face  the  second  year,  the 
laborious  work  of  translating  will 
run  much  more  smoothly  and  per- 
haps by  this  time  next  year,  we  will 
see  the  conclusion  of  this  wonderful 
project. 

Serving  with  Brother  Brummer 
we  have  a  very  enthusiastic  com- 
mittee— Brother  and  Sister  Charl 
du  Plessis,  Andre  Naude  and  John 
Scheltema.  Other  helpers  have  been 
called  upon  to  assist  such  as  Willem 
Maritz  of  the  Mowbray  Branch  and 
Sister  Nel  of  Ramah.  To  all  of 
these  people  we  express  gratitude, 
and  it  is  our  earnest  prayer  that 
God  will  bless  them  abundantly  as 
they  continue  in  this  great  work. 

Perhaps  we  are  not  all  aware  of 
the  many  problems  that  Brother 
Brummer  and  his  committee  have 
to  contend  with.  They  have  asked 
for  our  faith  and  prayers,  and  I  feel 
we  should  respond.  In  a  recent 
letter  from  Brother  Brummer  he 
outlines  some  of  these  difficulties 
encountered,  and  in  order  that  you 
might  feel  with  us  the  urgency  of 
their  need  of  our  prayers  an  excerpt 
from  this  letter  now  follows : 

"The  work  of  translating  a  book 
such  as  the  Book  of  Mormon  is  a 
most  exacting  task.  In  religious  dis- 
cussion so  much  can  turn  on  a 
word,  a  construction  or  even  a 
comma,  that  the  greatest  care  has 
to  be  taken  in  translation.  I  have 
gained  a  greater  testimony  of  the 
divinity  of  this  book  than  I  have 
even  had  before.  In  order  to  trans- 
late it  into  another  language,  one 
has  to  penetrate  to  the  very  soul  of 
it,  and  many  of  its  beauties  which 
are  hidden  behind  difficult  construc- 
tions and  obtuse  concepts,  are  re- 
vealed    upon     detailed     study     and 


analysis.  When  we  read  scriptures 
we  are  satisfied  if  we  gain  just  the 
drift  of  the  argument,  and  difficult 
parts  are  passed  over — in  the  case 
of  translation,  every  word  and  con- 
cept must  be  fully  understood  and 
appreciated. 

"To  perform  a  work  such  as  this 
is  beyond  the  capacity  of  unaided 
human  intelligence.  I  can  testify 
that  the  Lord  will  not  allow  His 
teachings  to  be  adulterated  through 
the  ignorance  or  incompetence  of 
human  beings,  and  I  believe  that  I 
can  say  in  all  humility  that  the 
Lord  has  not  forgotten  me  in  this 
work.  I  have  often  been  amazed  at 
the  way  in  which  my  mind  has  been 
opened  to  the  solution  of  problems 
in  translation.  This  work  has 
proved  to  be  a  great  blessing  to  me. 
It  has  led  me  to  a  more  spiritual 
life,  because  I  have  found  that  I 
cannot  rely  on  receiving  the  much 
needed  guidance  in  the  work  if  my 
thoughts  are  not  in  tune  with  the 
Lord.  I  said  that  the  Lord  has  not 
forgotten  me  in  this  work.  Simi- 
larly, Satan  is  much  concerned,  and 
I  have  discovered  that  his  influence 
in  my  private  life  is  more  notice- 
able than  ever.  Nevertheless,  his 
efforts  will  be  of  no  avail,  as  God 
will  not  allow  His  work  to  be 
thwarted  at  this  stage  in  the  history 
of    the    world. 

"I  sincerely  hope  that  you  will 
remember  my  efforts  and  those  of 
my  friends  who  are  working  with 
me  on  this  project,  as  I  am  certain 
that  your  prayers  will  be  of  great 
assistance  to  us." 

Let  us  all  rally  around  our 
translation  committee  and  lend  a 
helping  hand.  A  few  words  of 
encouragement,  our  prayers,  an 
interest  in  the  project  will  be  a 
great  boon  to  them. 

Translating  the  Book  of  Mormon 
into  Afrikaans  is  very  dear  to  my 
heart.  It  will  be  a  joyous  day  for 
me  when  I  read  of  its  completion. 
May  the  Lord  prosper  the  work  of 
this  great  mission.

TN  D  &  C  107:99-100  we  read, 
-■-  "Wherefore,  now  let  every  man 
learn  his  duty  and  to  act  in  the 
office  in  which  he  is  appointed,  in 
all  diligence.  He  that  is  slothful 
shall  not  be  counted  worthy  to 
stand,  and  he  that  learns  not  his 
duty  and  shows  himself  not 
approved,  shall  not  be  counted 
worthy   to   stand." 

Duty  is  what  one  is  to  do,  be- 
cause it  is  right.

It  is  our  duty  for  the  same 
reason  to  honour  our  parents,  keep 
holy  the  Sabbath  Day,  tell  the 
truth,  and  love  our  fellow  men  to 
such  an  extent  that  we  will  treat 
them  as  we  wish  to  be  treated.  So 
duty  rounds  out  the  whole  sum  of 
life  .  .  .  duty  to  God  and  duty  to 
man.  Obedience  to  duty  at  all  costs 
and  risks  is  the  very  essence  of  the 
highest   civilised   life. 

Obedience  is  one  of  the  first 
lessons  of  childhood.  Doing  what 
one  has  set  to  do  is  one  of  the  ways 
to  build  character.  That  is  duty. 
Duty  is  the  end  and  aim  of  the 
highest  life,  and  the  truest  pleasure 
comes  from  fulfilling  it.  Not  only 
pleasure  comes  from  doing  duty, 
but  manly  character.  Duty  holds 
vou  upright  and  makes  you  strong. 
It  makes  you  think  of  the  right 
thing  to  be  done  ,and  the  best  and 
the  right  way  of  doing  it.  It  brings 
peace  and  contentment.  Duty  domi- 
nated Lord  Nelson's  mind,  for  just 
before  going  into  battle  at  Trafalgar 
he  expressed  these  famous  watch 
words,  "England  expects  every  man 
to  do  his  duty." 

It  is  our  duty  to  acknowledge 
when  we  have  made  an  error.  It  is 
our  duty  to  correct  any  error  we 
have  made,  even  if  it  means  hum- 
bling ourselves  in  admitting  our 
error. 


We  in  the  church  have  many 
duties  to  perform.  Duties  that  will 
be  of  help  to  those  who  preside 
over  us,  duties  that  will  help  our 
fellow  men  to  have  an  opportunity 
to  accept  the  Gospel  as  it  has  been 
given  to  the  world  in  these  the 
latter-days.  We  have  a  duty  to  our 
homes  and  our  loved  ones,  to  keep 
peace  and  harmony  there.  We  have 
a  duty  to  ourselves  to  live  that  we 
can  feel  sure  of  returning  to  the 
presence  of  our  Father  in  Heaven. 

It  takes  a  lot  of  courage  to 
always  do  our  duty  in  the  correct 
manner.  Thayer  says  "It  requires 
more  courage  in  the  average  youth 
to  do  right  than  to  do  wrong."  It  is 
moral  courage  that  characterises  the 
highest  order  of  manhood  and 
womanhood.  The  courage  to  speak, 
think  and  seek  the  truth.  The 
courage  to  be  just,  to  be  honest,  to 
resist  temptation;  the  courage  to 
act  right  and  to  do  one's  duty.  This 
true  moral  courage  often  requires 
more  and  greater  self-sacrifice  than 
the  courage  that  wins  battles,  defies 
tempests  at  sea. 

It  takes  courage  to  do  your  duty 
in  the  face  of  ridicule.  One, 
especially  when  he  is  young  and  in 
the  company  of  other  young  people 
who  have  not  the  same  high  ideals 
as  he,  finds  it  most  trying  to  face 
the  ridicule  hurled  at  him  by  these 
young  boys  and  girls. 

Let  us  then  resolve  to  be  brave 
and  not  cowards,  hence  we  will 
strive  for  courage  to  do  what  is 
right,  and  to  do  our  duty  as  well  as 
we  can  at  all  times.  And  the  Lord 
will  uphold  us  as  we  strive  to  serve 
Him  and  our  fellow  men. 

To  all  my  very  good  friends  in 
the  South  African  Mission  I'd  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  saying 
farewell  and  to  thank  all  the  very 
wonderful  people,  who  have  always 
treated  us  so  royally  and  opened 
their  homes  to  us

Will  he  eventually  be  forgiven? 

ANSWER: 

TN  1  John  5:16-17  we  are  told 
-■-  that  murder  is  a  sin  unto  death. 
In  1  John  3:15  the  statement  is 
made  that  no  murderer  hath  Eternal 
Life  abiding  in  him.  The  D  &  C 
42:79  states  quite  clearly  that 
there  is  no  forgiveness  for  a 
murderer.  It  is  quite  clear,  there- 
fore, that  a  murderer  cannot  enter

into  the  Terrestial  or  Celestial  King- 
dom. Murderers  are  forgiven,  but 
only  in  the  sense  that  all  sins  are 
forgiven  except  the  sin  against  the 
Holy  Ghost.  They  are  not  forgiven 
in  the  sense  that  Celestial  salvation 
is  made  available  to  them.  After 
they  have  paid  the  full  penalty  for 
their  crime  they  shall  go  on  to  a 
Telestial  inheritance.  "For  without 
are  dogs,  and  sorcerers,  and  whore- 
mongers, and  murderers,  and  ido- 
laters, and  whosoever  loveth  and 
maketh  a  lie."  Rev.  22:15.
